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The  Third  Anniversary  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children, 
was  held  at  Concert  Hall,  on  Monday  evening,  May  12th,  1856,  at  eight 
o’clock. 

Mr.  John  W.  Claghorn,  with  a  few  neat  and  appropriate  remarks,  intro¬ 
duced  Mr.  George  H  Stuart  to  the  audience  and  to  the  Chair. 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  May. 

The  Chairman  then  alluded  briefly  and  earnestly  to  the  character  and 
objects  of  this  Institution. 

The  Annual  Report  was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  George  Duffield,  Jr. 

They  were  followed  by  the  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Rev.  Kingston  God¬ 
dard,  Rev.  I.  Torrance,  and  M.  J.  Mitcheson,  Esq.,  in  beautiful,  eloquent 
and  impressive  addresses. 

The  Benediction  was  then  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown,  and  the 
meeting  was  dismissed. 


The  Home  is  located  at  Brown  and  Twenty-third  Streets,  and  is  open 
for  the  reception  of  Visitors  on  Thursday  of  each  week.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Ladies  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Chil¬ 
dren,  in  presenting  their  Third  Annual  Report,  desire  to 
congratulate  the  friends  of  the  Institution  alike  on  its  pro¬ 
gress  and  that  of  the  general  cause. 

Pleasant  as  it  is  to  trace  this  stream  of  benevolence  to 
its  source  in  the  warm-hearted  sympathy  of  the  people  of 
Philadelphia,  it  is  still  more  pleasant  to  follow  it  to  its 
confluence  with  a  much  larger  stream  of  similar  benevo¬ 
lence,  which  has  been  flowing  on  with  steadily  increasing 
volume  for  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  century.  The  truth 
has  recently  been  made  apparent,  by  careful  investigation 
on  this  subject,  that  “  the  friends  of  neglected  children 
have  been  at  work  for  many  years  in  many  countries; 
sometimes  laboring  in  solitude  and  ignorance  of  what  was 
doing  elsewhere  ;  sometimes  communicating  with  those 
who  were  of  a  kindred  spirit,  and  deriving  consolation  and 
assistance  from  the  labors  of  one  another.” 

As  early  as  1TT5,  we  find  an  institution  of  this  nature, 
founded  by  Pestalozzi,  at  Newhoff,  in  the  Canton  of  Ar- 
govie,  Switzerland. 

In  1TT8,  two  or  three  cottages  were  hired  at  Hackney, 
by  Robert  Young,  in  which  a  dozen  hoys  were  collected 
together — principally  the  children  of  convicts  ;  and  this 
was  the  beginning  of  what  is  now  the  famous  Red  Hill  of 
England. 

In  1816,  the  Count  Yon  der  Recke  established  the 
Dussenthal  Abbey,  for  vagrant  and  destitute  children  in 
Prussia. 

In  1882,  the  well-known  Rauhe  Haus,  which  stands  at 
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the  head  of  all  the  G-erman  institutions  of  this  kind,  was 
commenced  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hamburgh,  by  Dr. 
Wichern.  On  the  1st  of  November,  1838,  Dr.  W.  and  his 
mother  entered  the  House  of  Rescue  with  three  hoys, 
gathered  from  the  streets  of  Hamburgh.  In  the  course  of 
a  few  weeks,  this  number  was  increased  to  fourteen — from 
five  years  of  age  and  upward ;  yet  all  of  them  old  in  the 
experience  of  wretchedness  and  vice.  “  One  of  these  lads, 
only  twelve  years  old,  had  been  convicted  of  no  less  than 
ninety-three  thefts ;  and  the  wdiole  of  them  were  of  the 
very  worst  class  of  street  vagrants — from  whose  sight  it 
was  necessary  to  keep  such  tempting  delicacies  as  very  old 
tallow  candles,  soap,  raw  potato-peels,  and  other  similar 
articles,  for  which  they  had  a  peculiar  relish.” 

So  admirable  was  the  working  of  this  institution,  that  in 
1839,  it  furnished  the  model  of  a  similar  one  in  France. 
M.  Leon  Faucher  and  M.  Frederic  Auguste  de  Metz, 
having  carefully  examined  it,  and  reported  its  character  to 
the  Vicomte  De  Courteilles,  the  latter  at  once  offered  to 
them  his  estate  at  Mettray — where  there  is  now  the  most 
celebrated  institution  for  neglected  children  and  youth  in 
the  world.  It  contains  681  boys.  At  the  commencement 
of  1853,  no  less  than  thirty-five  private,  and  seventeen  go¬ 
vernment  institutions  had  been  formed  upon  its  model, 
and  the  number  of  children  in  them  had  risen  to  the  large 
number  of  6,443. 

But  perhaps  of  all  these  institutions,  that  in  which  we 
have  the  most  peculiar  interest — from  its  resemblance  to 
our  own — is  “The  Children’s  Friend  Society,”  established 
in  1830,  by  Lady  Amelia  Murray  and  Capt.  J.  P.  Bren- 
ton,  in  England,  “  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  the  neg¬ 
lected  and  destitute  children  that  infest  the  streets  of  the 
metropolis ;  and  to  find  employment  for  them  after  they 
had  given  proof  of  their  reformation.”  In  the  first  seven 
years  of  its  existence,  the  managers  received  about  1,400 
children  under  their  care.  The  Princess  Victoria  accepted 
the  office  of  Patroness ;  and  her  very  first  subscription,  on 
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coming  to  the  throne,  was  given  to  the  Children’s  Friend 
Society.  Since  then,  the  cause  of  the  children  has  been 
coming  more  and  more  prominently  into  notice,  until 
during  the  present  year,  it  has  fairly  divided  the  attention 
of  the  people  of  England  with  the  war  itself.  While  there 
are  those  who  doubt  whether  the  public  sentiment  is  not 
considerably  in  advance  of  public  knowledge  on  this  ques¬ 
tion,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom 
and  importance  of  the  movement.  “  Whether,”  say  they, 
uwe  approach  the  subject  as  Christians,  anxious  to  rescue 
our  fellow-creatures,  and  especially  these  little  ones  who 
have  been  so  solemnly  committed  to  our  care,  from  a  life 
of  ignorance,  misery,  and  guilt;  or  as  legislators,  desirous 
to  reduce  the  dimensions  of  a  class  at  war  with  law  and 
order,  and  ever  ready  to  take  up  arms  against  society  itself; 
or  as  economists,  in  the  most  restricted  sense  of  that  word, 
devising  how  to  deal  most  cheaply  with  our  criminal  popu¬ 
lation.  Whatever,  in  short,  be  the  point  at  which  our  in¬ 
quiries  commence,  they  are  sure  to  terminate  in  the  same 
conclusion — that  the  surest,  the  kindest,  the  least  expen¬ 
sive  course  is,  to  snatch  the  child  from  the  perilous  position 
in  which  he  stands,  and  to  place  him  under  influences 
which  may  convert  him  into  a  virtuous  member  of  the 
community.” — London  Quarterly ,  Jan.  1856. 

The  public  sentiment  has  further  expressed  itself  in  the 
most  impassioned  poetry : 

Lo  !  the  children  die  ! 

The  little  children,  and  you  heed  them  not. 

The  children  die  :  they  perish,  body  and  soul, 

In  pestilent  lanes,  and  rotting  alleys  vile; 

Thousands  ou  thousands,  more  than  eyes  can  count. 

God’s  sun  shines  on  them,  but  they  never  heard 
His  name  who  made  it :  the  fair  world  they  tread 
Is  foul  to  them  that  never  saw  the  fields, 

The  green  trees,  the  great  mountains,  the  bright  streams, 

Or  knew  that  God  who  fashioneth  all  things,  loves 
All  he  has  made  ;  and  children  most  of  all, 

The  purest  from  his  hand.  Why  should  they  die  ? 

For  life  in  ignorance  is  very  death. 

Some  of  them  toil,  and  waste  their  tender  limbs, 
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In  mills,  or  mines,  from  morn  till  past  the  night : 

Machines  of  flesh,  too  sorely  over  wrought 
To  reach  maturity  ere  they  grow  old. 

Some  of  them  toil  not,  but  by  night  and  day. 

Prowl  in  the  fetid  ways,  and  lie,  and  steal, 

And  curse  ;  and  never  know  that  words  can  bless, 

Or  that  such  thing  as  blessing  in  this  world, 

Was  ever  heard  of:  Save,  0  !  save  them  all: 

If  not  for  their  sakes,  for  our  own  !  Not  one 
Of  all  these  myriads,  were  we  truly  wise, 

Should  perish  thus.  For,  tho’  they  live  in  shame, 

And  fill  the  world  with  crimes  and  miseries, 

Great  is  their  sorrow,  but  the  guilt  is  ours.

It  may  he  proper  to  state,  that  to  the  children  who  died, 

every  attention  and  kindness  were  extended  by  the  physi¬ 

cians,  nurses,  and  the  Managers  of  the  Institution.  We 
do  hut  a  grateful  act  of  justice  to  the  memory  of  the  dead 
in  here  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  of  $1000, 
from  the  Estate  of  Enoch  Rittenhouse,  late  of  Roxborough 
Township,  and  $444  66  from  the  Estate  of  Miss  Mary 
Bason,  of  this  City,  deceased.  “Being  dead,  they  yet 
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speak.”  “  They  rest  from  their  labours,  and  their  works 
do  follow  them.”  We  would  also  add  that  through  the 
generosity  of  one  of  the  Trustees,  a  burial  lot  at  Glenwood 
Cemetery,  has  been  presented  to  the  Institution. 

particular  Cases. 

A  few  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Committee  on 
the  reception  of  children,  will  perhaps  afford  the  best  prac¬ 
tical  illustration  of  the  class  of  children  for  which  the  in¬ 
stitution  is  principally  designed. 

June  5th,  1855.  W.  IT.  and  M.  E.  C.  committed  by  the 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  taken  from 
their  mother,  an  old  and  notorious  offender,  who  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  Moyamensing  Prison.  Both  of  the  children  were 
of  exceedingly  prepossessing  appearance  and  attracted  uni¬ 
versal  sympathy  at  the  Court  House  when  their  unfortunate 
condition  was  made  known. 

F.  M.  A  very  interesting  lad,  ten  years  of  age,  without 
father  or  mother,  was  committed  by  the  Mayor  for  want  of 
any  home  elsewhere. 

June  12th,  1855.  R.  B.  9  years  of  age,  was  brought  to 
the  Home  at  10  o’clock  at  night.  He  came  from  Hew  York 
to  this  city  on  his  way  to  B.,  in  search  of  his  mother.  He 
was  weary  and  without  means,  and  temporary  shelter  was 
afforded  him  until  on  the  21st  of  August  he  was  delivered 
to  Mr.  B.  to  be  forwarded  to  his  mother. 

March  28, 1856.  M.  H.,  a  lad  about  six  years  old,  was 
brought  to  the  Home  with  a  note  from  Alderman  S.,  “  I 
send  you  a  little  wanderer,  who  was  brought  before  me  this 
morning  at  the  station  house.  The  testimony  of  officer  R. 
is  that  he  was  brought  to  him  last  night  by  a  lady  who 
found  him  wandering  about  the  street.  He  knows  his  pa¬ 
rents  to  be  vagrants,  and  that  he  has  been  wandering  about 
the  streets  for  some  time.”  On  being  taken  into  the  school 
room,  he  instantly  became  very  much  excited,  the  warm 
blood  suffusing  his  countenance,  and  his  little  lips  fairly

quivering  with  emotion.  One  of  the  Managers  who  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  present  at  the  time,  perceiving  the  earnestness 
of  his  gaze  at  one  of  the  boys,  inquired  of  the  latter, 

Do  you  know  this  boy  ? 

“  Oh  !  Mrs.  H.,”  he  answered,  “  it  is  my  brother  Michael !” 

“  Yes,”  exclaimed  Michael,  “  that  is  my  brother  John  /” 

They  had  not  met  before  for  months,  John  having  first 
been  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  and  afterwards 
transferred  to  the  Home  ! 

April  22,  1856.  A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  T.,  who 
adopted  Virginia  Robinson,  (whose  interesting  history  was 
mentioned  in  the  last  report.)  “Ve  are  happy  to  inform 
you  that  Jennie’  is  doing  well — growing  fast — and  is  the 
favorite  of  all  who  know  her.  Mrs.  T.  and  myself  are  much 
attached  to  her.  She  is  never  satisfied  out  of  sight  of  her 
mother.  A  more  affectionate  child  you  seldom  meet  with. 
We  have  never  for  a  moment  regretted  the  day  we  made 
application  to  the  Northern  Home,  and  every  day  confirms 
us  in  the  belief  that  a  better  selection  could  not  have  been 
made.  We  wish  you  great  success  in  your  benevolent  en¬ 
terprise  and  hope  under  the  guidance  of  a  kind  Providence, 
that  you  may  find  homes  for  a  thousand  little  orphans .”

It  gives  the  Managers  great  pleasure  to  find  that  they 
are  so  numerous,  and  generally  of  such  excellent  character. 

Ordinarily,  a  letter  of  recommendation  is  expected  from 
their  pastor,  or  some  other  responsible  person ;  and  if  they 
have  acquaintances  in  the  city,  their  address  is  desired  also. 

That  the  Managers  may  act  intelligently  in  selecting 
children  for  any  who  make  their  request  by  letter,  it  is 
very  desirable  that  an  answer  be  given  to  the  following 
inquiries,  in  the  order  of  their  number. 

1.  Do  you  propose  to  adopt  the  child  ? 

2.  If  not  adopted,  will  he  be  received  as  one  of  the 
family,  or  as  a  servant  merely  ? 
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3.  For  what  business  do  you  wish  him? 

4.  What  advantages  will  you  give  the  child  for  school  ?

5.  What  advantages  will  you  give  him  for  church  and 
Sabbath-school  ? 

6.  What  do  you  propose  to  do  for  him,  if  he  remains  till 
of  age  ?

7.  May  we  consider  you  an  applicant  until  we  hear  from 
you  to  the  contrary  ?

The  average  number  in  the  school-room  has  been  about 
forty.  Notwithstanding  the  almost  total  neglect  of  their 
moral  and  religious  training,  it  is  surprising  with  what 
facility  the  most  of  them  receive  instruction.  The  fact  is 
alike  encouraging  to  the  teachers,  and  to  all  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  the  effort  to  rescue  these  friendless  ones  from 
their  ignorance  and  degradation.

The  usual  means,  as  heretofore,  viz.,  the  Floral  Fair,  the 
Annual  Sermon,  and  the  personal  efforts  of  the  Managers, 
have  been  employed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  ;  and 
as  will  appear  from  the  Treasurer’s  report,  a  generous 
public  are  as  willing  as  ever  to  sustain  the  Institution 
which  their  liberality  has  called  into  existence. 

^ccibcnt  to  t|e  Duitbing. 

Before  concluding  their  report,  the  ladies  desire  to  re¬ 
cord  their  sincere  gratitude  to  a  kind  and  merciful  Provi¬ 
dence,  not  only  for  the  general  favors  of  the  year,  but  for 
one  instance  in  particular,  in  which  the  Divine  protection

was  vouchsafed  to  them  and  those  under  their  care,  in  a 
very  remarkable  manner.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  of 
February,  just  as  one  of  the  largest  committees  were  as¬ 
sembling  at  the  House,  the  entire  roof  was  suddenly  lifted 
off  by  a  furious  gale  of  wind,  and  carried  into  an  adjoining 
lot.  That  no  injury  was  done  to  any  of  the  visitors,  or  to 
the  resident-members  of  the  family,  and  no  serious  damage 
sustained  by  the  walls  of  the  building,  was  a  matter  of  no 
little  surprise  to  all  who  afterwards  examined  the  premises. 
We  tremble  when  we  think  of  what  the  consequences 
might  have  been,  especially  when  we  remember  the  wide¬ 
spread  desolation  that  occurred  a  few  days  after,  in  the 
Northern  section  of  the  city,  from  a  similar  cause.  The 
sympathy  of  the  public  was  as  prompt  as  it  was  generous. 
Every  house  in  the  neighborhood  was  at  once  thrown  open 
for  our  accommodation,  should  it  be  necessary  to  remove 
the  children ;  and  the  very  next  morning,  a  subscription 
was  started,  and  completed  within  the  week,  amply  suffi¬ 
cient  to  repair  all  the  damages  that  had  been  sustained. 
In  the  Annual  Sermon  it  was  suggested  by  the  preacher, 
(Rev.  Mr.  Willits,)  that  “  it  was  perhaps  necessary  that  a  tin- 
roof  should  be  thrown  at  the  feet  of  some  of  our  citizens, 
to  apprise  them  of  the  existence  of  this  Institution;”  but 
we  sincerely  hope  that  such  a  method  of  information  may 
be  dispensed  with  in  the  future ! 


SUPPLEMENTARY. 


The  Managers  beg  leave  to  append  to  their  Report,  the 
following  brief  extract  from  the  Anniversary  Address  of 
their  Solicitor,  M.  J.  Mitcheson,  Esq., — whose  intimate  con¬ 
nection  with  the  “Home”  since  its  Incorporation  has  ren¬ 
dered  him  familiar  with  all  its  operations, — as  illustrative  of 
the  comprehensiveness  of  the  beneficial  results  of  their 
efforts  nominally  and  primarily  designed  for  the  relief  of 
“  friendless  children.” 

Mr.  Mitcheson  said : 

You  have  heard  from  the  Report  just  read,  with  a  sort  of  melancholy 
pleasure,  I  am  sure,  if  not  with  an  abiding  thrill  of  interest,  brief  abstracts 
from  the  history  of  a  few  cases  selected  almost  casually  from  the  weekly 
minutes  of  one  of  the  Committees  of  the  Home.  But,  be  this  mournful 
truth  impressed  upon  your  mind,  that  every  oxe  of  the  oxe  huxdred 

AXD  FOURTEEX  CASES  ADMITTED  DURIXG  THE  PAST  YEAR,  HAS  A  SAD  HISTORY 

of  its  owx ;  and  the  history  of  those  from  whom  it  has  been  separated  is 
often  sadder  still.  My  own  official  observation  of  this  Institution  and  of 
those  whom  it  relieves,  has  fully  attested  this. 

I  could  point  you  to  the  frail  form  of  a  bereaved  widow,  enfeebled 
by  untiring  attention  at  the  bedside  of  a  once  frugal  and  industrious 
husband,  as  dire  necessity  compels  her  to  release  to  those  who  care  for 
the  friendless,  her  manly  boy,  the  only  image  of  her  lost  loved  one  ; 
thankful  that,  when  she  too  is  taken  hence,  he  will  still  have  a  home. 
I  need  not  paint  affection’s  painful,  parting,  lingering  embrace,  as  she 
is  bidding  him  a  long  good-bye. 

I  could  point  you  to  a  beautiful  and  lovely  little  girl,  eleven  years  of 
age,  with  comely  form,  fine  features,  delicate  complexion,  flaxen  hair  and 
large  and  soft  blue  eyes,  driven  from  her  abode  by  the  same  cruel  parent 
whose  tyranny  had  broken  her  poor  mother’s  heart,  found  by  a  guardian 
of  the  night,  trembling  and  exhausted  upon  the  lowest  basement  step  of 
a  dwelling  house,  which  she  had  crept  to  as  a  place  of  shelter  and  for 
rest. 
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I  could  pomt  you  to  three  fatherless  little  children,  brought  from  a 
lime-box  on  a  common,  where  they  were  found  at  midnight,  clustering 
around  their  besotted  mother. 

I  could  point  you  to  the  emaciated  form,  though  venei  able  still,  of  yon 
old  man,  whose  only  care  in  this  world  is  his  parentless  grandchild,  in¬ 
dentured  by  our  Institution  to  a  person  in  the  country.  He  has  come  to 
inquire  of  his  welfare.  And  as  the  Secretary  reads  to  him  a  gratifying 
letter  from  the  master  of  his  daughter’s  boy,  love’s  tear-drops  trickle 
down  the  old  man’s  withered  cheeks  as  he  gratefully  asks  a  blessing  on 
“  the  Home.” 

I  might  point  you,  sir,  to  many  other  cases,  illustrative  not  only  of 
the  benign  relief  afforded  to  the  helpless  and  friendless  children  thus 
committed  or  released,  and  afterwards  indentured  to  acquire  some  useful 
trade  or  occupation ;  but  also  strikingly  indicative  of  the  relief  and  com¬ 
fort  which  those  of  honest  poverty  who  place  them  there  enjoy,  at  this 
provision  for  their  need  ;  but  I  forbear ;  time  will  not  permit  me  to  en¬ 
large  upon  this  fertile  theme. 

I  invite,  on  behalf  of  our  Managers  and  Trustees,  a  personal  inspection 
of  our  Institution ,  its  management,  its  auxiliaries,  its  inmates ;  whom  it 
relieves,  and  how  it  relieves  them.  In  a  word,  come  and  examine  for 
yourselves  its  facilities  and  adaptedness  for  usefulness,  and  its  practical 
beneficial  operations. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  read  a  very  short  communication  which  I 
have  just  received  from  the  foster  father  of  an  adopted  child.  She  has 
no  fond  parent  living,  to  listen  to  its  words  of  kind  encouragement ;  and  I 
do  not  know  to  whom,  in  their  absence,  it  could  be  more  appropriately 
made  known  than  to  the  liberal  patrons  of  the  Home,  whom  I  have  now 
the  pleasure  of  addressing.  It  is  as  follows : 

“  Dear  Sir, — Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  —  inst.  is  before  me.  You 
inquire  of  the  health  and  progress  of  our  little  daughter.  I  am  happy  to 
have  it  in  my  power  to  report  favorably  of  her  personal  appearance  and 
intellect.  All  who  know  her  pronounce  her  far  above  medium.  She  is 
growing  fast,  and  a  more  devoted  child  you  seldom  meet  with.  We  are 
wTell  pleased  with  our  choice,  and  will  try  and  do  our  part  in  developing 
her  mind,  which  we  flatter  ourselves  is  capable  of  a  high  state  of  cultiva¬ 
tion,  and  in  raising  her  up  to  be  an  ornament  to  her  sex.  I  hope  you 
may  find  homes  for  many  little  orphans,  and  that  those  in  future  who 
may  adopt  children  from  under  your  care,  may  all  be  as  well  pleased  as 
we  are.” 

It  is  in  homes  like  this  one  that  our  Managers  use  their  best  efforts  to 
place  all  the  children  of  their  care.  They  would  be  glad  to  have  your 
cordial  co-operation.

Whereas,  a  number  of  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed  an  associa¬ 
tion  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  providing  for  friend¬ 
less  and  destitute  children : 

And  whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are  willing  to 
encourage  such  purposes ;  Therefore, 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas  S.  Mitchell,  William  R.  Stockton, 
John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Barclay,  J.  Fisher  Learn¬ 
ing,  Thomas  Robinson,  William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph 
Jeanes,  H.  W.  Safford,  A.  Y.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their  associates,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law,  by  the  name,  style, 
and  title  of  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children ;”  and  by  that  name,  style, 
and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  change  at  pleasure ;  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution  ;  to 
sue,  and  to  be  sued;  to  plead,  and  to  be  impleaded;  and  by  that  name,  style,  and 
title  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  taking,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided,  The  annual  income  of  said 
estate  shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purposes 
than  those  for  which  this  association  is  formed  ;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requi¬ 
site  to  establish  such  other  By-Laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  as  the  said  corporation 
shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  :  Provided,  That  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  while  such  person  so  contributes ;  and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Chil¬ 
dren  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies, 
and  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen  gentlemen.  And  the  members  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and 
place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  a  boai'd  of  managers,  six  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ;  and  also  a  board  of  sixteen  trustees,  four 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  for  two  years,  four  for  three 
years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  an¬ 
nually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for 
four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  also  elect  a  manager  or  managers,  trustee  or 
trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  re¬ 
signation,  or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  manager  or  trustee.  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  the  managers  and  trustees,  chosen  in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act 
until  others  shall  be  elected.  And  provided  further,  That  in  case  an  election  shall 
not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’ 
notice  that  another  election  will  be  held,  which  said  election  shall  be  held  within 
one  month  after  the  said  second  Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided,  That  notice  of  an 
election  shall  be  given  at  least  twice  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 
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Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  in 
their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children  who  may  be  placed 
under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the  following  modes  : 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily  sur¬ 
rendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by  their  mother,  or  by 
their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees. 

Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  committed  to 
the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on  account 
of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  pa¬ 
rents  or  parent,  guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  children  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing  any  child  to  the  care  of  the 
said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annext  to  the  commitment  an  abstract  of  the  evidence 
taken  taken  by  him,  and  on  which  his  adjudication,  was  founded,  which  said  evi¬ 
dence  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken  in  the  presence  of  said  child. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardianship  of  the 
said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  management  during  their  minority : 
shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and  may,  when, 
in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent, 
as  apprentices,  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places,  and  to 
learn  such  trades  and  employments  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  managers  and 
trustees,  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children.  Pro¬ 
vided,  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  over  and  upon  the 
said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females,  extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen 
years ;  or  the  said  managers  and  trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said 
children  to  their  parents,  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians.
